DIE SPELLEESDIENS VAN DIE PROVINSIALE BIBLIOTEKE 


In samewerking met die Wes-Kaapse Streek van die N.T.0O. het die Provin 
Siale Biblioteekdiens in November 1959 n nuwe spéllesingskema in werking ge 
stel wat sekerlik enig van sy soort is in die biblioteekwese Volgens hier 
die skema word daar be-oog om gereeld elke drie of vier maande in elke 
biblioteek wat voldoen aan die vereistes van die Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens 
n ingestudeerde spellesing te gee met beroepspelers in diens van en georga 
niseer deur die N. T.0O. 

Die hoofdoel is om elke biblioteek daartoe aan te wakker om sy eie spel 
leesvereniging te stig wat elke maand n spellesing in hulle eie biblioteek 
sal hou Die besoeke en praktiese hulp van die N.T.0. dien as voorbeeld 
van hoe n spellesing aangepak moet word en terselfdertyd as prikkel om be 
langstelling te wek en gaande te hou 

As gevolg van hierdie samewerking met die N.T.0., kry Streekbibliotekaris 
se(esse) ook die opleiding en ervaring om in hulle eie streke te help om 
spelleesverenigings te stig en aan die gang te hou 

Die biblioteekdiens is reeds besig met die aankoop van volledige stelle 
van soveel toneelstukke as moontlik sodat genoeg eksemplare van elke stuk 
beskikbaar is As n spelleesvereniging dus besluit op n besondere stuk 
bestel hulle die volledige stel deur hulle plaaslike biblioteek.

Twee stoele langs mekaar word n rusbank, 
en al wat nodig is, is om vooraf kortliks aan die gehoor te verduidelik 
watter soort kamer of toneeltjie dit is,en waar daar n venster is of n vuur- 








herd of n deur Ons het almal genoeg verbeelding om te aanvaar dat daar n 
deur is waar daar in werklikheid net n wit muur is, en as iemand voorgee dat 
hy deur n venster kyk waar daar geen venster is nie, is ons heeltemal bereid 
om dit te aanvaar Laat die gehoor dus ook kans kry om hulle verbeelding te 
gebruik.

EAST LONDON: 


After being closed for about eight 
months, the Keiskama Hoek Library 
re-opened under the Provincial 
Library Scheme on Friday 22nd 
April, 1960, at 5pm 


In the unavoidable absence of the 
Mayor, the opening speech was deli 
vered to a representative gathering 
by Dr. W Milne Murray, and the door 
was officially opened by Mrs. Murray 
who has given invaluable service to 
the library for many years 

Dr Murray welcomed all who were 
present, expressing the hope that 
all the residents in the area would 
enjoy much happy reading and derive 
great benefit from it He went on 
to say that as far as he could as 
certain, the Keiskama Hoek Library 
was started about sixty years ago 
with a few hundred books About 
forty years later it was promoted to 
the present building which was 
originally a school, and now it had 
blossomed forth as a Free Provin 
cial Library Before the change 
over the average number of sub 
scribers was twenty, but it was the 
hope of all that this number would 
soon rise to one hundred He went 
on to say that we could not over 
estimate the value of good books 
as a source of education and enjoy 
ment The Municipal Council was to 
be thanked for its part in financing 
the scheme and so making it possible 
to have such a fine, beautifully 
painted building in which to house 
the books In closing Dr. Murray 
thanked the Regional Librarian (and 
his assistant for their co opera 
tion and helpfulness In two days 
they had turned an empty building 
into a live library 

In replying Mr Cornelissen 
spoke about the first free Library 
Scheme set up in this country by 
Lord Charles Somerset, and how after 
his death the scheme faded out, the

responsibility falling onto the 
shoulders of the local committees 
who then carried on the work He 
congratulated the members of the old 
committee on the fine selection of 
books they had gathered throughout 
the years and assured his listeners 
that within six months the full 
quota of new books would be made 
available. He spoke of the many 
advantages derived from the Scheme, 
making mention of other facilities 
that would be available when we had 
After 
explaining the working of the libra 

ry he thanked Dr. Murray for his 
kind words and for the hospitality 
extended to him and Mr. Barton 


the necessary accommodation. 
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Dr. Murray then called on the Rev 
J. McCracken to envoke the blessing 
of the Most High on the work of the 
library 

All present were invited to the 
local hotel for tea as guests of the 
Mayor, Mr. Ballantine 

In the evening Mr. Cornelissen 
showed a number of films at a public 
gathering, which were much appre 
ciated, and this brought to a close 
a memorable day for the residents of 
Keiskama Hoek

4,000 READ 36,000 BOOKS A MONTH 


The 4.000 members of the Queenstown Public Library are now reading between 
them an average of 36,000 books a month 

The increased popularity of the Queenstown Library is reflected in figures 
made available, and the huge increases in membership and circulation have 
only been brought about by the fact that last year this library joined the 
Provincial Library Service 

Since the change-over, the number of books on the shelves has increased 
from 47,000 to 70,000 There are books of all types by all the famous» and 
unknown- writers, and the Queenstown Library can now boast one of the finest 
collections in the Eastern Cape 


PHENOM EN AL 


The rise in membership- which can be attributed mainly to the fact that the 
library is now free has been phenomenal Before the re-opening last year 
the library had only 450 members, including juniors. The adult members now 
total 2,626 and the junior members 1, 374 

To show how these figures have risen, compare those above with figures for 
October of last year: 
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Adult members 2,035 
Junior members 1, 245 
New books pour into the library regularly. They come at a rate of about 
400 a month 


DELAY 


It was pointed out, however, that there is sometimes a delay in getting 
the books "hot from the presses", as they have to be sorted, wrapped in 
special covers and numbered in Cape Town before being distributed 

There is a steady trickle of new Afrikaans books coming into the library 
although this is slow because of the present shortage of Afrikaans writers 

In the children’s section of the library, it is interesting to note that 
as many books in Afrikaans are read as those written in English 

In the adult section, however, the number of Afrikaans books read are not 
as numerous as those written by English-speaking authors
